vidence Will All Be In 
Today. 


The Schwenk murder trial will close 
today as far as the evidence is con­ 
cerned. The clodng addresses to the 
jury will be made tomorrow morning— 
if not begun this afternoon—and the 
jury will have the case the first thing 
after dinner tomorrow, if not earlier. 


The case was plainly stated to the 
jury yesterday by Prosecutor Valen­ 
tine. 
He said it was the intention of 
the people to prove that a crime had 
been committed, that DeVinne had no 
knife and that Schwenk was not ac­ 
tuated to the p*rt he played in a mat­ 
ter of self defense. James O’Hara out- 
lued the defense, coolly, smoothly and 
carefully. He eonteuded that while De 
Vinue was dead his death was the re­ 
sult of an accident, not of a crime. 


A great deal of attention is being 
paid 
to the fact whether or 
not 
>eVinne had a knife and whether 
he threatened Schwenk. The peo­ 
ple 
produced a 
witness, 
a 
man 
named Rau, 
who after 
the 
row 
with De Vinne had engaged Schwenk 
in a tight aud he testitied that it was 
he who had the knife, that he stabbed 
Schwenk in the leg and that he slashed 
tlie shoe of the latter. 
Several wit­ 
nesses swore that Schwenk did not 
complain of being wounded until after 
the trouble with Uau. This being 
proven, if the jury so considers the 
evidence, will rob the defense of the 
plea that their client was acting in self 
defense. 


It has already been brought out that 
Schwenk and De Vinne were .¿rood 
friends and never before was a hard 
word passed between them. 


The evidence brought out the fact 
that the people of New Buffalo are pos­ 
sessed of very artistic tastes. The walls 
of the Schwenk saloon were ueeorated 
with pictures of Dewey and of naval 
Victories. The pictures were works of 
art and the witnesses were free to as­ 
sert that the large number of people 
in the saloon at the time of the row 
were attracted there by a desire to ,;see 
the pictures.”

David Smith, the New Buffalo village 


marshal, was the first witness sworn for 
the people. 
He testified that he was 


back of the saloon and saw Schwenk 
throw DeVinne out of doors. 
DeVinne 
jumped up and Schwenk struck him a 
full blow with bis fist. 


John P. Rau, a German who does not 
readily understand the English lau- 
guage, was the second witness. 
He 
testified that he entered the saloon 
just after the trouble had occurred and 
walked to the back door aud saw De­ 
Vinne lying on the ground and asked 
who had done the wicked act. Schwenk 
replied,‘‘If you want to kuow, I did,” 
aud then threatened to serve the wit­ 
ness in the same way if he didn’t keep 
quiet. Schwenk knocked him down 
aud witness left his caD and loaf of 
bread In saloon. 
He asked some one 
to hand out these articles. No one did 
and he entered tho saloon again and 
Schwenk knocked him down again. 
Witness got out his knife and struck 
Schwenk a blow with it in the back of 
one of the legs. In the struggle witness 
cut Schwenk's shoe. The cut shoe and 
the trousers wore by Schwenk at the 
time were produced in evidence. W it 
ness was a little confused on cross ex 
amination. 


Dr Gowdy, one of the village physi­ 
cians, testified that when he was called 
to see De Vinne after the trouble he 
found that De Vinne had a black eye 
and was bleeding from a wound it* his 
bead. He put a compress on the wounc 
and was called elsewhere, but left wore 
that De Vinne should not be movet 
until his return. 
Upon the return o 
the witness De Vinne was gone ant 
that night be was called to see him anc 
found De Vinne in a comatose condi 
tion. Witness fonnd a bad scalp wound 
He decided that trepining was neces 
sary and sent for Dr. Helkie and 
Michigan City doctor. 
At a post-mor 
tem it was found that there was a frac 
ture six inches long from above the eye 
to the back of the ear. 


When court opened this morning 
John Jones, a peddler, was put on the 
stand for the people. He said be was 
bard of bearlngt He saw De Vinne 
knook Rau down. Was not cross-ex 
amined.

On cross examination he said 
he had never heard Schwenk's reputa- 
tiou tor peacefulness questioned. 


Fred Bean was in tue saloon at the 
time of the trouble. 
Schwenk stood iu 
the back door of the saloou and he saw 
him slap DeVinne. who stood on out­ 
side. 
He saw DeVinne get in his wag­ 
on unassisted and start for home. 
On 
cross-examination he said Man was in 
the saloon at the time Schwenk struck 
DeVinne and ttiat he interferred. 
Rau 
had previously testified that he was not 
iu the saloon at the time of the trouble. 


Abraham Murkie, the witness who is 
sick, was brought into court a.-sistcd by 
Sheriff Ferguson. 
He was in 
the 
saloon and saw S hwenk knock De­ 
Vinne down and kick at him. 
Many 
were there out of curiosity to see tho 
paintings. 
Schwenk said “One of your 
comrades is hurt, better take care of 
him.” 
I went out and they were wash­ 
ing DeVinne. and pretty soon they 
took him to doctor's ofiice. 
Kau and 
DeVinne wont to doctor and I returned 
to saloon. 
Schwenk then told me some 
one had cut him. Saw no knife in 
saloon. Stood pretty well away aud 
there were so many peonle there I 
could not see. 
Uau found fault and 
Schwenk told him that he would give 
him the same medicine and knocked 
Kau down and put him out of the saloon. 
It was after the trouble with Uau that 
Schwenk 
complained of being cut. 
On cross-examination he said that he 
was in front of stove in the saloon. 


Dr. Helkie testifies 
Lives at Three 
Oaks. 
Called to DeVinne’s 
home. 
Made examination with Dr. Gowdy. 
Srated that wound was not likely to be 
produced by blow unless it was a very 
heavy one. At post mortem examina­ 
tion he found a clot of blood immediate­ 
ly under the scalp wound. 
| 
Cross-examination—Skull very thin 
and Dr. Gowdy and 1 commented upon 
Valentine—Abnormally thin—No. 
»ore—The skull was unusually thin? 
Witness—I would not like to say that. 


Dr. Gowdy was recalled and said the 
skull of De Vinne was thinner than he 
ever saw before but he would not say 
wa* abnormally thin. 


Frank 
Slater 
testified. Saw De 
Vinne in saloon. 
lie was sitting in a 
chair and shook hands 
with 
me. 
Senwenk struck De Vinne and Kau 
•aught hold of Schwenk and told him 
lie di ln’t do right and Schwenk tackled 
’ au. Said to Bean, “let’s get out, 
there will be trouble and we will have 
logo to St. Joseph.” Saw no knife. 
Trouble between Schwenk aud Kau, 
mmedlateafter trouble with DeVinue. 
Scliwenk struck DeVinne 
with left 
hand, and the hand was open. 


Kugene Palen, an eye witness of the 
tragedy, was called by the people and 
turned over to the defense without the 
askintr of a question. 
lie went to New 
Buffalo on May 7 and found the paint­ 
er Nelson, drunk and disorderly about 
Schwenk’s saloon. 
He told liau he 
might ride home with him. Rau asked 
if ••Hank,” (meaning Nelson) could not 
ride too, but witness replied that his 
wife was along and that "H ank” could 
not ride as his company was unfit. 
In 
the trouble between Schwenk and De 
Vinne witness .-aw no one strike, but 
he saw De Vinne have a knife. 


Presently he saw DeVinne rushing 
toward Schwenk and he heard thi 
threat from the former: 
,,Vou fooled 
the old boy and you will get this.” 
Old Boy was the pet saloon name of 
DeVinue, the witress explained. 
He 
was positive he raw the knife in the 
har ds of DeVinne. 


Upon further examination by Prose 
tutor Valentine it appeared that the 
witness was a professional horsetrader, 
and that Schwenk did not complain of 
beiug stabbed until after the trouble 
with Kau. 


Henry H. Nelson, the drunken paint 
er was, next called. 
Mr. Valentine 
presented him to the defense. 
Mr. 
O’Hara asked this sole question. 


‘Are you a lineal descendant of Ad 
miral Nelson who at Trafalgar re 
marked that England expected every 
man to do bis duty?” 


•Idon’t understand,” said the man 
with the thick tongue. 
“ Mr. O’Hara 
started to repeat it when the court in­ 
terrupted with a decisive “ Don’t an 
swer. 
Mr. O’Hara said, “Thao is all,’ 
and Mr. Valentine “passed,” and Ne! 
son was lost in the shuttle. 


After reading the testimony of J C

BUTTON FACTORY 


South Bend Wouldn’t Mind 
Having One Herself... 


South Bend Tribune: 
“The Dingley 
tariff law has had a wholesome etVect 
on the pearl button industry of the 
United States. 
Heretofore under free 
trade rule pearl buttons were mad<} in 
Germany and other foreign countries 
and this country, while It had the raw 
material In its brooks and rivers, could 
not compete with the old country man­ 
ufacturers. 
In Austria and Germany 
the pearl button makers while going 
all the way lo China aud Japan f<jr 
material could monopolize the world 
by clieap labor. 


“ Before the protective taritV 
law 
went into elTect the annual imports of 
pearl buttons into the United Stater^ 
amounted to $12,000,000, but for the 
past year these imports have 
just 
about been reduced to nothing. 
There 
are immense button factories in New­ 
ark. N, J., and several large ones are 
springing up in the west, that make a 
specialty of manufacturing pearl but­ 
tons. 
When the industry tirst be^an 
the blanks or disks were only cut by 
the western factories from doniestic 
clam shells and in this state the ma­ 
terial was sent to the eastern factories 
to be 
Unished 
inio buttons. 
Now. 
hov.’ever, the whole button is made in 
the west. 
The principal industry of 
Muscatine, la., is the manufacture of 
pearl buttons from the clam or mussel 
shells found In the Mississippi river. 
There are five large concerns in that 
city devoted to this business. 


“ Harry W Uussell, formerly of this 
city, now of Huntsville. Ala-, has been 


north this season investigating the 
button business and he thinks it will be 
a great industry for the south. 
The 
shells are found in large quantities in 
the streams of Alabama aud there is 
much talk of starting a big factory in 
that vicinity. 
It Is estimated that 15 
pounds of buttons can be secured from 
100 pounds of shells. 
Improved ma­ 
chinery has been made for punching 
out the disks of various sizes from the 
rough »hells. 


“The St. Joseph river contains mus 
sel shells in goodly quantities and per­ 
haps an industry of tnitj kind could b 
started to advantage in South Bend. 
The shells must be taken out of the 
water in the live state to make perfect 
buttons. Gatherers of shells in the 
Mississippi, .in lloek river, Illinois, 
and Cedar river in Iowa, get from one 
to three cents }>er ])ound for them 
Some of the shells h)und in these rivers 
are very large and fully as good in qual­ 
ity as the miported article.” 


Tho Tribune is olY on its protection 
tariiJ doctrine in regard to the business 
in the face of free trade. 
Mr. Zeisler, 
now trying to organize a company here, 
is the gentleman who failed at Newark 
on account of the Wilson law, 
liut he 
says that the pearl button industry 
now needs no protection. The im­ 
provements in American machinery 
have enabled to compete with any but­ 
ton factory in the world, tarilJ or no 
tarifl*. The people who

If the city controls its streets and 
owns them, it is a self-evident fact that 
tbe streets cannot be owned and con* 
trolled by any private corporation— 
either street car, electric, telephone, 
gfts or any other sort of company. ^ 
The day will soon come in Benton 
Harbor when a council will bo elected 
that will have the backbone to make 
the present street railway company 
live up to its pavinjr aijrcement or for­ 
feit its franchise and fret olT the streets 
giving room to some corporation that 
will fultill its contract ai?reoments. If 
a private individual refuses to pave, 
the city paves for him and makes him 
foot the bill. 
The street railway com­ 
pany, making more money than any 
private individual or company, refuses 
to pave, after agreeing to, and the city 
folds its hands and says “ please won’t 
you?” If this is justice or equality 
T h e E vening N ew s does not under­ 
stand the terms. 


The fact that tho “city has the con­ 
trol and ownership of its streets” is 
well to remember in this connection.

^Ve do not yet understand the pro­ 
ceed by which woiry 
undermines the 
general health, induces disease oi the 
heart, of the arteries and of the kidneys, 
or kills a man before his unio; but that 
it does do such things is a fact only too 
well established. 


It is true that worry often leads a 
person to practices which are them­ 
selves injurious, such as 
overmtlui- 
gence in alcohol or tobacco, or perhaps 
the use of opium or cocaine or chloral; 
and disease and death are often at­ 
tributable to the action of these pois­ 
ons rather than to the effects of work 
or worry. 
But these will not explain 
the disaster in ail cases. 


It may be objected despairingly that, 
If worry is slow suicide, then almost 
none of us can escape. Very few men 
can be found who have no unfulfliled 
desires which they are striving to grat­ 
ify, or who are so absolutely secure of 
the future that they may give literal 
heed to the Biblical command to take 
no thought for the morrow. 


But this forethought is not worry; at 
least it need not be worry; it is merely 
Incertitude, prudent care for the future, 
or even slight anxiety. Harassing anx­ 
iety, Impatient expectation, dispropor­ 
tionate fear of the unknown—this is 
worry, and this is what causes 
the 
heart to struggle, the kidneys to con­ 
tract. the arteries to weaken, and the 
mind to fail. 


iVo one who is not given to worry can 
conceive of the power which the habit 
gains over Its victim. Such a one will 
freely admit the excellence of the ad­ 
vice not to worry, but he will add that 
it is impossible to follow it. 
This is 
true only in a measure, and in a iew 
cases. Barring instances of exception­ 
al 
trouble, of extraordinary 
‘hard 
luck,” almost every one can by resolute 
determination reduce his worry within 
living limits.
